'Subtle Influences' in 


Public Schools Charged 


PORTLAND, Ore., Oct~2 (By In-i 


ternaUonal News Service).—Amor- 
lean public school education faces 
a' social crisis as a result of the 
"subtle Influence" of reactionary 
forces, a special committee on edu- 
cation of the American Federation 
of Labor charged today in filing a 
report to the' national convention 
here. 
Condemning the "old-fashioned 


methods" used in most schools to 
teach social science and economics, 
the committee .warned that "selfish 
interests were striking at the very 
heart of successful democracy by 
us'c of educational' propaganda. The 
report was based .on a lengthy in- 
vestigation of schools, text books 
and curricula. 
The 'committee charged that the 


propagandists were "menacing the 
moral freedom of 
tcaohcrs 
and 


warping the minds of children.' 


It named a list oC organizations 


alleged to be guilty of these of- 
fenses. 
The committee's survey covered 


G624 schools, attended by J,lS;!,OoS 
students. 
Of thcso 
schools, 
the 


committee stated, S6 per cent had 
courses in current events, but only 
57 per cent In modern civic.s and 
less than 
5i» per cent in modern 


economics. This condition was cited 
as leading to "disastrous results to 
American education."

"Selfish interests are seeking to 


use the public schools for propa- 
ganda purpot-es, are attempting an 
indefensible censorship oC the ut- 
terances of teachers and are under-

Although scientists have known, 
he declared, that the California 
ranges are marching northward. It 
took the Chilean earthquake' to 
prove that tho Andes are shifting 
steadily eastward. The movement 
In' each case is away from the 
ocean.

Chile had' confirmed the theory of 
elastic rebound as a. prime condi- 
tion of earthquake vibrations.
